US, Russia share blame 
for bad relationship, 
Trump says in slight 
to intelligence findings

HELSINKI — President 
Donald Trump stood next 
to President Vladimir 
Putin of Russia on Monday 
and publicly challenged 
the conclusion of his own 
intelligence agencies that 
Moscow interfered in the 
2016 presidential election, 
wrapping up what he called a 
“deeply productive” summit 
with an extraordinary show 
of trust for a leader accused 
of attacking American 
democracy. 

“They said they think it’s 
Russia; I have President 
Putin, he just said it’s not 
Russia,” Trump said, only 
moments after the Russian 
president conceded that 
he had favored Trump in 
the election because of his 
promises of warmer rela- 
tions with Moscow. 

“I will say this: I don’t see 
any reason why it would be” 
Russia that was responsible 
for the election hacking, 
Trump added. “Ihave great 
confidence in my intelli- 
gence people, but I will tell 
you that President Putin was 
extremely strong and pow- 
erful in his denial today.”
